(d) foreign relations or foreign activities of the United States; 

(e) scientific, technological, or economic matters relating to the 
national security; 

(f) United States Government programs for safeguarding nuclear 
materials or facilities; or 

(g) other categories of information which are related to national 
security and which require protection against unauthorized disclosure as 
determined by the President, by a person designated by the President 
pursuant to Section 1-201, or by an agency head. (See your Directorate's 
classification guide for the categories of information so designated by 
the DCI.) 


Classification Guide Citations 


We no longer are required to mark documents being returned to 
Presidential Libraries to conform with the provisions of the Executive 
order currently in force. We ask that you indicate the applicable 
classification guide provisions, however, in order to pinpoint the 
precise reasons why the classification of each document must be 
retained. This determination must be made by an Agency official who 
has been delegated either original or derivative classification 
authority .
